The bill repeals and re-enacts 
the compulsory educational lav.-s of the 
state, the object beiue to nut them in 
such form as to belrasceptible of one 
construction only by those called upon 
to enforci) the provisions. Under tho 
present law juvenile disorderly offenders

A further change, when employing 
minors whoso parents need their wages 
for support, to havo proof of such 
necessity. The remainder of tbe bill is 
devoted to revising and generally dress- 
ing up tho clause in tho old law, with- 
out making any changes in its pro- 
visions.

Second Day's Proceedings of 


the National Convention. 


WRANGLING ALREADY BEGUN. 


The Trouble Botwceii President 3IcIlrid«3 


and Mluhcii;! Ktitchfura of lUuyslUon lie- 
inj; Alrctl—An Increase olf Wages Will 
lie AHkod For WIilcli Will Affect All tho 
Stutes In the Organization.. 


CouJiiBUS, O., April 13.—The morn- 


ing session-of the Minewoi-kers' nation- 
al oonventioii opened yesterday with 153 
delegates present and as far as the 
newspapers were concerned, was a de- 
cidedly short one. Under the regular 
code of business the election of officers 
was called L'or, This occasioned some 
wrangling among the delegates who, it 
seems, rje divided into t-vo factions, 
one for the purpose of pushing the elec- 
tioii of officers as ti part of tho first 
chief trails actions of tho convention, 
and the other for .the purpose of delay- 
ing it tin til the last moment, The lat- 
ter faction predominated, however, and 
a motion to make tho election of officers 
tho last; thing on the. order of business 
carried. 


During the discnsaion occasioned by 


this motion, Mr. Michael - Katchford 01 


ssillon arose to address, tho conven- 


tion, aud was peremptorily called down 
by tho chair, who commanded him to 
resume hiaseat. 


The next order of business was taken 


up, that of fixing prices for machine 
and pick mining, and tho convention 
immediately wont into executive session 
to consider it.

Mr. .Ratchford a short time ago re- 


signed his ofiice in the organization as a 
member of the executive board. Cad 
blood has STHCO existed between Presi- 
dent McBride and that gentleman, but 
not on account of iiis resignation. It is 
now understood that Mr. Katchford's 
withdrawal aa an oilieer of the body oo 
casioned no regret on the. part of" the 
present incumbents. In fact it was 
readily accepted, and should it not have 
been tendered there is no doubt bnt 
•what lie would have been requested to 
vacate. 


There r.ro numerous candidates for 


tho various ofiices, which are regarded 
as "soft snaps" by tho members, and 
the contest, though conducted quietly, 
is very earnest. 


A resolution was offered by another 


delegate "to tnako it compulsory on the 
part of local orders to subscribe to a 
certain number of copies of tho mine- 
workes'ii' journal," the official organ of 
the body. The resolution was intended 
ns a method to build up the list ot that 
journal in West Virginia mining dis- 
tricts, aud was opposed bitterly by 
delegates from that state, and one of 
their number sawl "he did' not think it 
was right that miners should bo com- 
pelled to take a paper they did nut 
want,*' 


"The reason,- Mr. President," said tho 
champion of the resolution, "the list is 
BO small in Wedt Virginia, in my esti- 
mation, is because, tho mnieworkcrs in 
that district can't read." This remark 
elicited considerable lnutyUl:er ut tho ox- 
pcnso of tho West Virginia delegates, 
and arouBod their ire to couMderaljlo 
extent.

Following is a report in brief of a pa- 


per read at the eighteenth annual session 
of tho New Jersey Horticultural society 
by Mr. Ira J. Blackuell. He said: 


J t may be thought that he who will al- 


low any kind of stock in the orchard is 
not a practical fruitgrower. There are 
more sides than ono to most questions, 
and the problem of growing good fruit 
at the least cost is an interesting subject. 
In this country of high winds and burn- 
ing sunshine low topped trees are a ne- 
cessity, or, more properly speaking, are 
not so easily blown over by high winds 
or scalded by the sun, and the fiat 
headed borer seldom work's where tho 
tree is shaded, very important points in 
lavoi1 of low branched treea. Another 
very strong argument for low trees is 
the better facility of harvesting the fruit, 
and as ordinnrily grown, especially in 
unsprayed orchards, there will bo many 
windfalls, which nm be marketed for 
various nscs.whiiein cultivated orchards, 
as the term is usually applied, the fruit 
is unmerchantable for any purpose until 
washed, which costs about as much as 
tho fruit will sell for. 
Perhaps thai 


strongest argument against tho flow in 
the orchard is t!lie washing of the land, 
but tho plow is little worse than the cul- 
tivator or harrow.

Sheep are great, feeders, uud few weeds 


can grow where they run. Tho oil from 
tho wool is probably a good remedy for 
the apple tree borer. Bheepaud hogs will 
not interfere whh each other except at 
lambing time. A hog is tho only good 
plowman fur tiw orchard that works for 
nothing. The chicken is an untiring bug 
catcher. 


With the bearing varieties that arc sal- 


able in the irjar?ret, grown onlow topped 
trees, after being well established they 
are seeded to grass and pastured with 
sheep and swino, and tho more chickens 
in proportion the greater tho profit, as tho 
chickens do better for the shado and a 
hundred well fcJ fowls to tho acre will 
help nuikethe orchard thrifty. The chick- 
on and fruit combination is one of the best 
partnerships, beneficial to each, provided 
you keep the chickens from roosting in 
the trees. The hog combination has tho 
one drawback that sometimes the hogs 
get to barking tho trees, while, on tho 
other Kaiul. I know no other way to make 
good, healthy pork so cheap as in an ap- 
ple or pear orchard of sweet fruit, and 
tho orchard in grass, or preferably clo- 
ver, tho fruit to ripen successively from 
July to December. No man that; has hogs 
to eat the fallen apples can -afford topic!; 
tip the apples for the1 cider mill or still at 
10 cents per bushel. The hogs will puya 
better price clear of expenses. 


Poultry lUnnulv. 


Poultry droppings, like that from other 


farm stock, varies in value- according to 
tho kind or amount of food consumed, 
and especially in tho treatment given to 
tho droppings. If largely mixed with 
litter, ashes, etc., or is very wet, poultry 
mauure has lost much of its ammonia 
and is of less value than where tlio accu- 
mulation has been kept dry and mixed 
with just enough dry soil to act- as an 
absorbent.' Greiner says the buyer can 
afford to pay 20 to 25 cents per hundred 
pounds for well kept poultry manure. 
Poultry manure is rich in available ni- 
trogen and is usually kept separate from 
stable manure to apply as a special fer- 
tiliser to such garden crops as onions, 
celery plants, spinach, etc. Mixed with 
twico its bulk of: dry loom and applied 
evenly it will do no harm to seeds or 
plants. Greiner prefers to use it as a top 
dressing in tho garden, and this is a fa- 
vorite plan with many other gardeners. 


Koot Crops. 


It has been decided at the Ontario 


agricultural collejjo experiment station 
that white fleshed turnips give better 
j-ields than tho yellow fleshed varieties; 
the long shaped mangels better than the 
globa varieties; the white carrots bettor 
than the yellow varieties. Of tho rocts 
grown on tho station plots for two years 
the white Swede tnrnip, the Jersey fall 
turnip, tho Carter's champion and yellow 
intermediate mangel give the highest 
yields in their respective classes. 
Of 


those grown for ono year only the im- 
perial fihorfc white carrot and tho white 
Silesian sugar beet give the highest yield 
in their respective classes.

crop would soon take an important place 
in farm management for soiling and hito 
fall feeding.

Gen- i 
eral Thomas G. Pitcher, the superiu-i 
tcndent of tho academy; Colonel Henry 
M. Black, the commandant of tho cadet 
corps; Lieutenant Colonel John 
M. 


Hildt, who was wooing at the time Sliss 
Jerome, a daughter of Leonard Jerome, 
and whom ho afterward married; Ed- 
ward C. Boyntou, the adjutant of tho 
post, actl the rest of tbo officers had pre- 
pared an elaborate and interesting pro- 
gramme for tho commencement, and 
during the week or longer that President 
Grant and his family were at the Point 
there was mortar practice, signal service 
movements, tho building of pontoon 
bridges, oavah-y maneuvers and other 
object lessons in the art of war, with 
parades every afternoon on tho plateau 
by the battalion of cadets, and a, concert 
afterward by the government band. 


Among the junior officers of tho su- 


perintendent's staii was John E. Hosrner, 
a lieutenant of infantry, who was as- 
signed as escort to the president and his 
family during their stay at West Point. 
He was 11 native of Massachusetts, of 
good family and attractive personal ap- 
pearance. Tbo (laughter of tho White 
House, Miss Nellie1 Grant, was new to 
society in the east, and tho young liext- 
tenant devoted much time to her enter- 
tainment. He was her daily chaperon 
over tho military grounds and explained 
to her the many points of historic inter- 
est there. Ho arranged private enter- 
tainments and parties hi her honor at the 
houses of the professors, while old dow- 
agers, with little else to do than watch 
passing oveuts, noted tho growing hiti- 
niacy of the daughter of the White House 
aud the junior lieutenant, looked on tho 
young couple approvingly and said to 
each other, "A match, sure." 


The commencement of the academv 


terminated on the evening of Saturday", 
JuueJ4, with the ball of tho graduating 
class at Roc's hotel. It was a brilliant 
gathering, aud in the opening quadrille 
there was a conspicuous set composed of 
Prcirident .Grant and Miss Strother of 
Washington, General Sherman and Jlrs. 
Grant, Lieutenant Hosmer and Miss Nel- 
lie Grant and Colonel Audendried, chief 
of General Sherman's staff, and Miss 
Kinzey, a southern belle. Tlio grizzled 
hero of the march to tho sea hjifd his eyes 
open to what was going on, and in ono 
of tie pauses of the dance said to his 
partner, Mrs. Grant, in his quick, abrupt 
way, what the dowagers had previously 
remarked, "Looks Jike a match," nod- 
ding with his heau toward Miss Grant 
and her lieutenant escort. Mrs. Grait 
had her eyes opened. 


The next day (Sunday) Nellie Grant-re- 


mained in seclusion iu the hotel, and 
bright and early on tho following Mon- 
day morning was hurried away by her 
mother to Washington, while the presi- 
.dent departed for tho east in response to 
public invitations. Lieutenant Hosmer 
quitted West Point a few days later and 
"went to his home in Massachusetts, where 
he died in a, few months. Afterward tho 
president's daughter was married to the 
Englishman, AlgernonSartoris, who died 
in Italy.—Brootlvti PJ<.I"

In his fourth j-ear he employed his

Ho was 
not only able to glibly repeat all that ho 
had read, but -was also able to reason 
with considerable of judgment and to 
give Ills own oinnion of things in general. 
The king of Denmark wished to seo this 
wonderful child, so he was taken to 
Copenhagen. After his return to Lubeck 
ho-learned to write, and was beginning 
on the study of music and mathematics, 
but his constitution being very weak, ho 
took down and died on Juiio 27, 1725, 
aged 4 years, 4 months und 21 days.

The expedition of seven 
ships was under the command of Ad- 
miral Sir Richard Grenville, the ances- 
tor of the founder of the Grenville libra- 
ry in tho British museum, 


This iirst "colonie," consisting, of 103 


men, 
remained in Virginia ono whole 


year and then returned to England in 
July, 1380, in Sir Francis Drake's fleet, 
then coming victorious from tho West 
Indies, because the long expected sup- 
plies and reinforcements from Eng- 
land had not arrived. 
Fourteen days 


after their departure Sir Bichard Qren- 
ville arrived with new stores and new 
planters, to find tho old "colonio" de- 
serted. Little is known respecting John 
White. It is recorded, however, that ho 
made four voyages to Virginia and that 
during the second expedition ho was ap- 
pointed governor, in 1587. He was the 
grandfather of Virginia "Dare, the first 
English cliil'l bom in North America. 
In 1588 Theodore doBryon a visit to 
London was induced to engrave the said 
drawings and his work waa issued in 
1500 in folio at Frankfort.
